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On the night of the third of this menth—a night re- 
markable for its severity--an aged woman, worn out 
by suffering and sickness, and a long struggle to 
maintain her independence, was placed by a muni- 
cipal official on the deck of one of the steamers which 
ply between Liverpool and Dublin. She was 
scantily clad, tor she had parted with all that could 
bespared. She was, as we said, enfeebled by sick- 
ness, yet she was compelled to endure the merciless 
sleet and penetrating frost of the night, lest the rate- 
payers of West Derby should have to pay for her 
shelter for a space. For fifty-two years Jane Thomp- 
aon had lived, and been happy, too, in Liverpool. 
For twenty-nine years she had been the wife of an 
English tradesman. After his death she supported 
herself, by persevering industry, for eight long 
years, asking none for help. But sickness came upon 
her, and she had no resource but one. In an evi 
hour she knocked at the workhouse door and asked 
for shelter. One would think that a residence of 
fifty-two years should constitute a settlement. 
that did not meet the requirements of the law, surely 
@ marriage with an Englishman, which had endured 
nine-and-twenty years, should have given her a 
claim to aid. But no, it was discovered she was born 
in Ireland, and that was sufficient inducement to the 
men of West Derby, Liverpool, to treat a human 
creature witha barbarity they would to a man resent, 


our shows. Hard the poor creature begged only 
“for a little shelter: she asked but to remain under 
a roof until her sickness was overpast, and then she 
would work and earn as before. She met small 
merey, as we have seen, and hers is but one ofa 
thousand cases which could not be paralleled in any 
civilised country but one, where Mammon was the 
only God worshipped with sincerity, 
Thrown upon our quays, after a tempestuous 
night, Jane Thompson was led to the North Dublin 
Union, and there her story became known. Perhaps 
her case may be the means of relaxing an iron and 
relentless code; perhaps the barbarous atrocity and 
brutal treatment which have been dealt to her, may 
be the means of preserving others from a similar fate- 
Possibly, the Irish members may think they are 
called upon tointerfere between asystem which tends 
to death and the unhappy creatures who are made 
ite victims. The life, even the comfort, of indi- 
viduals from their own country ought to be an object 
worthy of some little consideration.

I trust it will long continue to be, 
and that however leng.hened the series of Irish Vice- 
rove may be destined to be, it will be as in that custom 
ofantiquity of which we read, when the lighted torch was 
delivered trom the hand of one runner to another, and 
though different arms held the blazing brand, the bright 
Game still burned on steadily and unquenched through 
whatever changes of successive hands it was trans 
mitted. (Applause.) It would be, indeed, impossible 
for any ruler or any native of Ireland to be indifferent 
to her agricultural success, for Ireland, however fondly

more rounded proportions of form, and more slecky 
glossiness of skin than ever—outcowes in unrivalled 
majesty and placidity of form Dr. Mac! ale” meet 
(applause and langhter)—and who could io * upon him 
without being reminded of the snow-white herds of the 
Clytumnus?

Half-a-million of acres have been added to the lan 
actually under tillage, a point where the deficiency of 
cultivation complained of as existing, and with respect 
to live stock, the value since the period I have named 
has fully doubled, In cattle alone the quantity itself 
has fully doubled, and the value I believe has increased 
in afar greater proportion. And what I value still 
more than even the symmetry or substance of the best 
Durhams, Devons, and the best Leicesters, or 
Cetewolds, is that the wages of the people 
themselves, of those by whose strength and 
skill, this vast amount of animal growth and develop- 
ment, as well as of that varied vegetable produce, which 
sustains man and beast, is produced and tended and 
improved, has exhibited at least a co nding ratio 
of increase. (Applause.) The Irish — is infi- 
nitely better fed, better clothed, and better attended 
in sickness; and I trust by the operations of a recent 
act of parliament, I may say soon with the same confi- 
dence, better housed t he ever has been before. 
Hear, hear.) I know that there is still a higher in- 
uence to be brought to bear upon him and upon all 
of us, than the bread we eat or the raiment we put on; 
but still I contend that agriculture in our days holds a 
very high position, when its processes generally have 
attained to the dignity of a science, and when its daily 
work correspond with the best directed efforts of 
patriotism of charity. (Hear, hear.)

STATE OF THE HOUSE. 

Remaining on Saturday, March, 1890; admitted dnr- 
ing the week, 71; born, 1; discharged during the week, 
53, died, 14; remaining Saturday, April 7, 1.893. 

A report was read from the master stating that there 
was a man in the lunatic ward who expressed a wish 
to see a Roman Catholic clergyman, in order that he 
might become a member of that church, he at present 
being a Protestant. 

Mr. Ilyndman said he would wish to know for what 
period the man expressed such a desire, for it certainly 
was a most insane one. 

Dr. Brady guggested that the matter should be re- 
ferred to the chairman. 

Messrs. Flanagan and Loughnau were of opinion the 
request was a most reasunable one, and could not see 
any reason why it should be refused. 

Mr. Martin (Pitzwilliam Ward) observed that it 
was a common sympton of insanity that persons la- 
bouring under the disease, hated persons and things 
which, in their lucid intervals, they loved. 

It was ultimately decided that the chairman should 
visit the man and do what he considered proper in the 
Case. 


DEPORTATION OF IRISH PAUPERS. 

As the board were about adjourning a poor woman 
named Jane Thompson, about 55 years oft age, was brought 
into the boardroom by the master, who stated she ap- 
plied for admission into the union. Her case 
was a sad and peculiar one. It appeared from 
her statement that for the last 52 years of her life she 
had been residing within the union of West Derby, in 
the township of Liverpool, where her parents, who were 
Irish, had taken her when an infaut. She was married 
for 29 years to a wheelwright, a native of England, who 
died about eight years ogo, during which period she 
supported herself in the parish of West Derby by 
washing. Her health having become impaired she was 
obliged to seek Admission in the West Derby 
Workhouse. It having been discovered she was 
born in Ireland the workhouse authorities in 
West Derby refused to keep her in the house 
She was then brought before a magistrate, where direc- 
tions were given to send her back to Ireland, the re- 
leving officer of the West Derby district informing 
her she should apply for admission at the North Dublin 
Union. The poor woman expressed her unwillingness 
to go to Dublin where she was a stranger, and stated 
if they would allow her to remain in the district of 
West Derby, where she had resided for 52 years, that 
as soon as she would recover from her illness she 
would be able to support herself, and would no longer 
be chargeable on the union. Her request was refused, 
aml at nine oclock on the night of the 3rd ult., she 
was placed as a deck passenger on. one of the Liver- 
pool boats and sent to Dublin, where she arrived pext 
morning, after having suffered fearfully during the 
passage 

Mr. Flanagan observed that it was a case of very 
great hardship, and he thought the attention of the 
Execative ought to be called to the circumstance of 
every pauper in England, who was at all supposed to 
be of Irish birth, no matter how long they had been 
resident in England, being sent to this country, under 
circumstances of great cruelty. 

Mr. (Brien observed that the greatest efforts had 
been made to get together a mecting of Irish members 
t» consider the subject of the deportation of Irish pau- 
pers, in order that Government might be induced to do 
something in reference to a system which was carried 
on to a very cruel extent. It was remarkable that the 
only Irish members who attended was one of the mem- 
bers for Dublin, Belfast, and Cork, but not one of the 
members representing the inland counties were present. 

Mr. Thompson - Áoow that many of them were 
Liberal members, but he regretted the greatest apathy 
existed on both sides on the subject. 

Mr. Martin (Fitzwilliam Ward) said it was one of 
the reasons why they should have an Irish Chief See- 
retary who thoroughly understood the subject, and 
would pay some attention to it. If the matter had 
been pressed on the late Chief Secretary, Lord Naas, he 
would have done something ow the subject had he 


been allowed to develope his movements. He 
quite agreed, however, that apathy existed 
on both sides of the House in reference to 
the question, and culpable apathy on the 


part of the Irish members. The Irish unions which 
were more particularly burdened with paupers exported 
from England were the unions in seaports, as Cork and 
Dublin, and because it appeared to be a matter of local 
grievance, it was remedied long since. Some effort 
ought to be made to induce the present Government to 
take it up asa Government question. If their local re- 
presentatives and the representatives of other important 
towns who suffered from such a grievance, would bring 
the matter as a body under the notice of Mr. Cardwell, 
the present Irish Seeretary, he might be induced to take 
some step in the matter. 

The Chairman said he was quite surprised at the re- 
ply which Mr. Villiers, the president of the poor law 
board, gave when hia attention was called to the sub- 
ject. It was quite at variance with the statement made 
by the former president of the poor law board, who 
said the system was a disgrace to England. He (the 
chairman) was quite astonished when he heard Mr. 
Villiers snvered at the subject, as being most insignifi- 


cant. Ile hoped that if Mr. Cardwell pressed the sub- 
jecton Mr. Villiers, there might be some legisia- 
tion to wrovide against a system which 
was — greater every day, as even 


in some instances, English paupers were sent over on a 
vague supposition that they were Irish, though there 
was no evidence to show they were. During last sum- 
mer, a most extraordinary case occurred, of a danger- 
ous lunatic from Scotland being sent over to that 
union ; so dangerous, that during the passage, he had 
to be kept chained in a horse- box. They refused to ad- 
mit him into the union, and ultimately Dr. Nugent was 
obliged to admit him into one of the lunatic asylums in 
the city. 

On the motion of Mr. Flanagan, it was agreed that 
the woman in question should be received into the 
union for the present. 

After some further discussion on the subject, 


Mr. Hyndman moved that the poor law com- 
missioners be directed to hold an investigation 
into the case of Jane Thompson, who had been 


sent over to that union after a residence of 53 years in 
England, and other cases of paupers who were sent 
from England, and were at present chargeable on that 
union, and that copies of the investigation be sent to 
Mr. Cardwell, the Secretary for Ireland, and his at- 
torney called to the subject. 

Mr. Loughnan seconded the resolution, which was 
unanimously adopted, 

The board then adjourned.

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failings neither is it 
the honour given tothe Word of G 
to dispel the darkness of error simply by the 
the light. 

Four society has lived to see the day when in the remote 
and scarcely civilised parts of the country, the supremacy 
of the written Word as the final arbiter in all controversy, is 
felt and acknowledged ; when the humble peasant, taught to 
read that Word in his own language, is arrested by its awe- 
inspiring truth and majesty, and exclaims, as in the simple 
words of a pupil in one of yonr schools, ‘Uh, here is what 
must and will decide all; this settles all; this is the only 
thing; this is the mouth of the truth. 

„With a growing veneration for the Word of God may be 
observed a growing disaffection towards a system which the 
Romanist, taught from his infancy to regard as truth, cannot 
be expe speedily to relinquish. The violent opposition of 
their priesthood to the Scriptures, and their unscrapulous 
efforta to cut off the le from all intercourse with 
Protestants, awaken their suspicions. Their cursings, 
first listened te with terror, when often repeated, 
are heard with increasing disregard, and even with 
disa ion. The people contrast the conduct of their 
own teachers with the command of the Lord. To bless, and 
curse not; and in some instances they are known to designate 
the chapel not as the house of prayer. but ‘The cursing 
house.’ The length to which this is carried will be seen from 
the following extract — In my last report,’ writes one of the 
society's missionaries, I gave you an account of the out- 
rageous manner in which the Romish priest in this parish has 
been conducting himself with respect to the Protestants, 
impiously calling down the vengeance of the Almighty on 
the head of those who should hold any dealings with them. 
This curse he has repeated Sunday after Sunday, lest they 
should forget it, or suppose he was not in earnest. He told 
them also that he would continue to do so until he got 
satisfaction of those who despised his threat, which, he said, 
he was sure to obtain by perseverance, as there is some time 
unknown in the twenty-four hours in which, if a prayer be 
offered up, it secures an immediate response. This is called 
in Irish the hour of the prayer. One good effect of this 
cursing hasbeen to push across the bounds a young man 
who has long been convinced of the errors of his charch, 
but who was hesitating to take the final step. Ihe curse, 
however, decided him, and he has come boldly to Church. He 
has been a diligent 1 and is an intelligent, well- 
conducted young man. e has got a farm, and is not likely 
to improve his werldly prospects by this step, as the agent 
is a bitter Romanist.’

The disappearance 
of the language of the native Irish which must be looked 
forward to with the increasing facility for intercourse, and 
the spread of education throughout the country, will furnish 
a plea for redoubled effort while the opportunity is presented, 
and the advantage afforded through this channel to reach se 
large a portion of the population. With the disappearance 
of the Irish language a door will beclosed in Ireland which 
has proved one of the most open and effectual for the en- 
trance of the Word of God. 

“ AGENCY. 

“ Your committee have endeavoured, by increased vigilance 
and strictness in their rules, to ensure genuine work in every 
branch of your society's operations. Attention has been par- 
ticularly directed to organising and securing efficient super- 
intendence, and for this purpose the services of two addi- 
tional Irish-speaking clergymen, in the counties of Kerry 
and Cork, have been engaged, and an addition made to the 
staff, with the view of effecting a constant re-inspection of 
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9 district.

fying to remark that a considerable proportion has 
passed in the higher classes, showing a steady attach- 
ment to the society and adherence to its work after its object 
has been — proved and appreciated ; no less than 110 
passed in the highest or eighth class, in which the pupil is 
prepared to repeat an appointed chapter, and under 
examination, not in a Gospel, epistie, or single book of the 
Old Testament, but in the Bible generally. Still, great as 
these numbers are, they do not convey by any means a sulli- 
cient idea of the influence of the work. A remarkable in- 
stance has occurred within the year, of a number, only indi- 
rectly taught through the zeal of the pupils among their own 
families, standing as a compact body aud secending with 
equal boldness a * claiming from his priest the right to 
profess and read t ord of God, 

“ The result ef all this has been and is fruit of the most 
sound, solid, and practical character.

Charles Shaw, Esq., then read an abstract of the accounts 
of the society. 
The noble Chairman, on rising, said it was usual to 
expect a few words from the chairman on such oc- 
casions ; but before making them he had to regret that 
their old, reepected, and venerated friend, the Earl of 
Roden was not there to take the chair, for he knew 
well, om experience, what great interest he took in 
the sucbess of their society. Ile was sure that every 
one who attended to the reading of the report should 
conclude that the blessing of the Lord was upon it. 
He recollected a period, which it was not then necessary 
to particularise, when their funds were very much re- 
duced, and were, in fact, little more than one half what 
they were at present; but, at the same time, they 
were under certain laws and regulations in regard to 
another society, which had also done great and useful 
work in Ireland. He had visited the workings of the 
Church Missions in the West of lreiand, as well as those 
of the Irish Society, and was deeply impressed by both. 
So far back as 1824, he had visited the first converts 
of the Irish Society, and for several years he had 
been in the habit of visiting those in Kingscourt and on 
the borders of Monaghan and Meath ; where on one 
occasion he witnessed what then appeared to him a- 
very singular sight—namely, eight or ten Gorey. 
all 


men examing several frieze-coated peasants, 

or nearly all, of whom were Roman Catholics, 
Since then the work of the Lord had proceeded 
steadily in that quarter, and taken an effect ; 
for he believed most of these very men were now pro- 
fessing the truth as itis in Christ. IIis lordship then 


related some anecdotes illustrative of the working of 
the society. The Lord Bishop of Tuam, he said, was 
anxious to get a well-educated individual, who, toge- 
ther with knowing some Latin and Greek, could speak 
Irish also, so that in a little time he might be able to 
ass his examination, and be ordained for the mission. 
Vell, he selected one, and after studying for two years 
he was ordained. This man, as he said, wished to learn 
Irish, and he (the chairman) recommended a redder, a 
suitable person, to teach him. The teacher, how- 
ever, wonld not accept payment, but requested to 
be taught some Latin and Greek in return, and 
in some time he became a fair scholar. He was 
subsequently sent upon the mission to the far west of 
Ireland, where he (the chairman) visited him, in com- 
pany with the Lord Bishop of Tuam, who was then 
about to confirm some converts, and bring them into 
the bosom of the Established Church. Well, on visiting 
this man in the poor locality in which he was sta- 
tioned, he was surprised to find there no less than 150 
converts, who had been made to know the 
truth mainly by the exertions of this man or of the 
Irish Society, for which he was acting. This man also 
took him to an island in the Atlantic, some two miles 
from the shore, where there was also another little band 
of converts, residing among a population which had not 
been converted. Of course they were roughly received 
by the latter. Some hissed and others hooted them, but 
there was one men who appeared quite hostile to them. 
“You are the Scripture-readers,”’ said he. “Yes’’ was the 
reply. “ Well, I know nothing of the Scriptures” said 
he. “I hate the Scriptures.” “ Know nothing of the 
Seriptures? we rejoined. “ Why, did you never hear of 
Lazarus and the rich man. Oh, yes,” said he, “the 
rich man went to Hell and Lazarus went to Heaven.“ 
Now, although this man would not enter the little cabin 
which our party entered for the purpose of worshipping 
and performing the usual religious exergises he stil! 
remained near it, walked frequently around it, and 
listened to everything that was said for when they 
went out in about an hour and a half, they were sur- 
prised to find him there. Well, to show that however 
strong the power of Satan may be, the power of the 
Lord is far stronger, this man was converted from 
offering open opposition to the society to be one of its 
steadiest friends, ‘This was only one out of many 
anecdotes which he might relate, and which showed the 
working of the society. lis lordship concluded by 
saying he was most happy to hear that the society was 
successful, and that it was extending its branches. 

The Very Rev. the Dean of St. Patrick's and Christ 
Church proposed the first resolution: —“ That the 
report, an abstract of which has been read, with 
the audited cash account for the past year, be 
adopted, printed, and circulated, under the direction 
of the committee and officers for the ensuing year,” 
The rev. genta said he presumed the only 
reason why thaf resolution had been put into his hand 
was, that by the providence of God he had been spared 
to live for many years, and that therefore he tada 
longer experience than many of those around him of 
the excellent working of the society. Ile would take 
that opportunity of looking back upon it, and seeing 
what it had taught him. Not to tell a twice-told tale, 
he would merely remark that it was calculated to make 
them — more upon the mercies and assistance of 
the, Lord, especially when they recollected how he had 
brougvt them through times Some thirty-five 
ears ago, when business took him to the town of 
ipperary, there was a friend of the Irish Society there, 
who casually mentioned to him that the work was 
beginning in that district, and that it had already so far 
succeeded in letting in the light of truth, that it was 
convincing the people that their prayers were incon- 
sistent with the Scripture, and they had expressed a 
desire for further instruction upon the snbject. This 
announcement induced himself, on his return to Dublin, 
to get as many Irish prayer-books as he could. He was 
able however, to collect only about a dozen and a half. which 
of course he sent down, and they were distributed among 
these people. Ile heard nothing more of them for about 
20 but at the end of that time he found that many 
converted, and that there was a

were to follow him. He would, however, remark that 
there never was a time when there was so much inquiry 
going forward among the people. Nor was it an in- 
quiry suggested by the imagination only as to the 
nature of traditions, but to see how the Word of God 
was going on in all ite simplicity—the Word of Him 
who is “the way, the truth, and the life.” He would 
also say that in future they should look witha broader 
view, and cross the Atlantic for assistance in 
their labours, than they did. America was holding out 
her hand to help them, and they should be thankful to 
her for assisting with the sister country in the promo- 
tion of their common object. After a few other obser- 
vations, the rev. gentleman concluded by moving the 
above resolution. 


The Rev. Francis Thomas seconded the resolution, 
and addressed the meeting at some length, giving his 
experience of ite operations. 

The Chairman put the resolution to the meeting, 
which passed unanimously. 

The Rev. A. I’. Hanlon, Vicar of Mountshannon, 
and missionary of the society, said he secon led the 
resolution proposed by the Lord Bishep of Cashel 
with sincere pleasure. The report stated that the Irish 
language was dying away, but he did not think it was, 
as was proved by the last census. According to that 
document there was u million and a half of Irish-speak- 
ing people in this country, half a million of whom 
knew no other language. It had been said to him 
that the Irish Society was propagating a bar- 
barous and useless language; but he asked the 
friend who told him this to test its utility by conversing 
withthe le whom they met in English, on their journey 
through an Irish district. The result wasthat every person 
of whom he asked a question, replied to him in Irish. 
(Hear, hear.) He mentioned this circumstance to show 
them that the Irish language was not dying out in Ire 
land, and he trusted that what the Lord Bishop of Cashel 
had stated would be found true, that the Irish were 
fond of their native language, in comparison 
with which, the Welsh was only so so. 
(Laughter.) The  Irish-speaking population was 
the great object of solicitude on the part of the Irish 
Society. The experience of every successive year 
strengthened ite conviction that the means which it 
employed were admirably suited to accomplish the ob- 
ject it had in view. In what consisted the peculiarity 
of the working of the Irish Society? That they em- 
ployed Roman Catholica themselves to teach their 
neighbours, and induce them to embrace the 
truth. (Hear, hear.) Let them consider the 
noble congregations of converts throughout the land 
who had, through the instrumentality of this 
society been brought from Popery to Protestantism, 
from darkness to light, from the mazes of error into 
the paths of truth, from Satan to God. (lear, hear.) 
This had been done by putting Irish Scriptures into the 
hands of Irish people. (Hear, hear.) Pepery could 
not be destroyed all at once. Some foolish enthusiasts 
said, in some few years Popery would be gone; but he 
believed Popery would last, and it was their bounden 
duty, by placing the Scriptures in the hands of the 
people, to waste ite power. They saw Popery 
wasting before their eyee—the Man of Sin was becoming 
the sick man, and therefore they should be the more 
encouraged to persevere in their work, in the firm be- 
lief that they were instruments in the hands of God 
for effecting the final overthrow of that Man of Sin— 
that son of perdition who exalted bimself above all 
that was holy in God's Word. (Hear, hear.) The 
cause was a holy one, and the object the salvation of 
immortal soule—the people were their own be- 
loved countrymen—the oman Catholics of this 
country, and the country itself was their own 
native land. (Applause.) While they were anxious 
to propagate the Gospel in foreign parts, be would say 
to them, “ Remember home.” There might be many 
heathens abroad, but there were poor Irish hea- 
thens at home. (Hear, hear.) He might say with the 


“ Ie there a man with sou! so dead 
Who never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, my native land.” 


(Applause.) It was their duty to unite in a holy 
league to effect the final overthrow of that anti- 
social,. anti-national, anti-Scriptural and anti-Chris- 
tian system of Popery that weighed down the 
energies, confined the intellects, enslaved the souls. 
and trampled on the liberties of eur noble — ion 
(Applause.) He had, at the request of the society, 
gone as a deputation to America, and the reception 
which he had received, not only from the Episcopal 
Church in Canada, but in the United States, was of the 
most gratifying character. He heartily joined in 
thanking, in the terms contemplated by the resolution. 
their freinds abroad. They weil merited the thanks of the 
Irish Society, for his mission had been thoroughly suc- 
cessful. There was one great advantage which he ex- 
perienced in bis tour, and which he did not anticipate— 
namely, that the [bishops and clergy of America were 
thoroughly acquainted with the affairs of the Irish 
Church, its struggles and trials, and, though last not 
least, the noble stand it had made against the allurements 
held out to it by the National Beard. ( Applause.) 
The Chairman then put the resolution which was 
carried unanimously. * 


The Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of Cashe! proposed

IIie lordship said he regretted the 
absence of their valued friend, the Far! of Roden 
but he was exceedingly happy to address in the chair 
one with whom he had been associated in this good 
work for so many years, (ear, hear.) HePwas very 
glad to find that in these changing times, 
when the wind sometimes blew North and sometimes 
South, his lordship was still ready to help his old friend, 
the Irish Soeiety. — — He should admit that 
in respect of loving old friends he was a Conservative ; 
and none of his old friends, as a society, did he love so 
much from the bottom of his heart as the Irish Society. 
(Hear, hear.) It was not necessary for him to say why 
he loved it and valued it so highly. Ile had often done 
so on former occasions, but his love for the Irish Society 
arose principally from the fact that it honoured and 
worked by the written Word of God ; that it went upon 
the principle of putting the Word of God into the hands of 
the young and the old children under its care, trust- 
77 that God would give a blessing to that Word. 
(Hear, hear.) He valued the Irish Society, because it 
took advantage of a circumstance in the country that 
many people thought was a disadvantage, and that 
was the existence of the Irish language as a means 
for diffusing the Scriptures among Roman Catholics.

The rev. ‘gentleman said that although he felt a 
deep interest in the success of the society, he would not 
detain the meeting with any lengthened remarks, 
after the eloquent and warm-hearted appeals which they 
had listened to. He might consider himself somewhat 
in the light of a commissariat officer, and although much 
importance might be attached to of that grade, 
still it was not their duty, nor were they expected to 
lead forlorn hopes, to make dashing charges, or to point 
Armstrong guns. Ile was there simply to make a few 
remarks as to the present position and future Sna — 
of the society so far as they were connected with Eng- 
land. It had been his privilege to co-operate with 
them on the part of the United Church of England 
in this country, and one great happiness which 
he derived from this visit was that on next Sunday 
he would be able to advocate the cause of the 
society in his own church. lle should, how- 
ever, remind them that there were many difficulties in his 
path, although there were some advantages too. Among 
the difficulties to which he would barely allude was 
the fact that the ground was pre-occupied for many 
years past by the gentlemen of the Church Mission So- 
ciety, and however they might differ in opinions with 
the Irish Society, no one could doubt the great energy 
and vast exertions with which the financial department 
of that society was worked out. Another disadvantage 
was, that they were brought before the English public 
as anew society, and as an English incumbent he could 
assure them with perfect confidence of the difficulty 
which was experienced there in introducing new claims. 


On the other hand, as he had just observed, 
there were some advantages on which he could 
rely, two of which he would allude to: the 


one was the character of the work which they had to 
do, and the other was the manner in which it was car- 
ried out. The character of the work was so plain and 
ao agrecable to common sense that it could not fail to 
recommend itself to the Eaglish public, and the manner 
was equally deserving of approval. He did not think 
that the English people had 

combativenessas the Irish. They were certainly not 
so fond of controversy, and hence it was that nearly all 
the Protestant — in England were in a languish- 
ing condition. However, the Irish Society did not aim 
at effecting their purpose by arousing the prejudices and 
passions of their — Catholic brethren, but by um- 
ple argument, by kindly conversation, and by presenting 
the Gospel tothem in their native tongue. The rev. 
gentleman concluded by nn “game the meeting 
upon the success of the society, as might be judged 
from the increase of its regular subscribers, and by de- 
precating reliance upon those whe had great names, 
whether they were noblemen or churchmen. 


The Ven. Archdeacon Gregg seconded the resolution, 
and in doing so said that when he reflected upon the 
past history of the society, and upon those who were 
then connected with it, but many of whom were now no 
more, his miad was filled with sunny recollections. In 
these days it was not thought necessary to indulge in 
hard words, and they then endeavoured to adopt them- 
selves to the prejudices of the people, without, at the 
same time, compromising their principles. The rev.

The violent opposition of 
their priesthood to the Scriptures, and their unscrapulous 
efforta to cut off the ple from all intercourse with 
Protestants, awaken their suspicions. Their cursings, 
first listened te with terror, when often repeated, 
are heard with increasing disregard, and even with 
disapprobation. The people contrast the conduct of their 
own teachers with the command of the Lord. To bless, and 
curse not; and in some instances they are known to designate 
the chapel not as the house of prayer, but ‘The cursing 
house.” The length to which this is carried will be seen from 
the following extract :—‘ In my last report,’ writes one of the 
society's missionaries, I gave you an account of the out- 
rageous manner in which the Romish priest in this parish has 
been conducting himself with respect to the Protestants, 
impiously calling down the vengeance of the Almighty on 
the head of those who should hold any dealings with them. 
This curse he has repeated Sunday after Sunday, lest they 
should forget it, or su he was not in earnest. He told 
them also that he would continue to do so until be got 
satisfaction of those who despised his threat, which, he said, 
he was sure to obtain by perseverance, as there is some time 
unknown in the twenty-four hours in which, if a prayer be 
offered ** eecures an immediate response. Thie is called 
in Irish the hour of the prayer. One good effect of this 
cursing hasbeen to push across the bounds a young man 
who has long been convinced of the errors of his church, 
but who was hesitating to take the final step. Ihe curse, 
however, decided him, and he has come boldiy to Church. He 
has been a diligent —— and is an intelligent, well- 
conducted young man. e bas got a farm, and is not likely 
to improve his werldly prospects by this step. as the agent 
is a bitter Romanist.’

do. God has not left himself without witness in the land. Let 
us receive the cheering tokens of religious awakening already 
vouchsafed as an earnest of a great spiritual revival, in the 
power of the Holy Spirit of grace. i : 
„Let us go forward in this glorious work in which we have 
engaged, seeking to diffuse light and pose and happiness 
amongst our beloved countrymesa, nd, when at times 
— by the dark shadows of Romish superstition, or 
depressed by the opposing force of persecution forthe truth’s 
sake, let the Irish Christian — stand upon the rock of 
the Divine promises, and look from the mount of hecv ; 
then, with the eye of faith and hope, he shall discern in the 
blessed vision of glory, his beleved native land become a 
portion of the kingdom of the Lord Jesus Christ, every 
house a temple of praver, and every heart an altar of praise, 
and all its people of one language and tongue uniting in the 
great and — strain, say ing— Blessing and honour 
and thankagiving be unto Him that sitteth upon the throne, 
and to the Lamb for ever’.” 
Charles Shaw, Esq., then read an abstract of the accounts 
of the society. 
The noble Chairman, on rising, said it was usual to 
expect a few words from the chairman on such oc- 
vasions ; but before making them he had to regret that 
their old, rerpected, and venerated friend, the Earl of 
Roden was not there to take the chair, for he knew 
well, from experience, what great interest he took in 
the success of their society. He was sure that every 
one who attended to the reading of the report should 
conclude that the blessing of the Lord was upon it. 
He recollected a period, which it was not then necessary 
to particularise, when their funds were very much re- 
duced, and were, in fact, little more than one half what 
they were at present; but, at the same time, they 
were under certain laws and regulations in regard to 
another society, which had also done great and useful 
work in Ireland. He had visited the workings of the 
Church Missions in the West of Ireiand, as well as those 
of the Irish Society, and was deeply impressed by both. 
So far back as 1824he had visited the first converts 
of the Irish Society, and for several years he had 
been in the habit of visiting those in Kingscourt and on 
the borders of Monaghan and Meath ; where on one 
occasion he witnessed what then appeared to him a- 
very singular sight—namely, eight or ten clergy, 
men examing several frieze-coated peasanta, all 
or nearly all, of whom were Roman Catholics, 
Since then the work of the Lord had proceeded 
steadily in that quarter, and taken an effect ; 
for he believed most of these very men were now pro- 
fessing the truth as itis in Christ. IIis lordshi then 
related some anecdotes illustrative of the working of 
the society. The Lord Bishop of Tuam, he said, was 
anxious to get a well-educated individual, who, toge- 
ther with knowing some Latin and Greek, could speak 
Irish also, so that in a little time he might be able to 
ass his examination, and be ordained for the mission. 
Vell, he selected one, and after studying for two years 
he was ordained. This man, as he said, wished to learn 
Irish, and he (the chairman) recommended a reader, a 
suitable person, to teach him. The teacher, how- 
ever, wonld not accept payment, but requested to 
be taught some Latin and Greek in return, and 
in some time he became a fair scholar. He was 
subsequently sent upon the mission to tho far west of 
Ireland, where he (the chairman) visited him, in com- 
pany with the Lord Bishop of Tuam, who was then 
about to confirm some converts, and bring them into 
the bosom of the Established Church. Well, on visiting 
this man in the poor locality in which he was sta- 
tioned, he was surprised to find there no less than 150 
converts, who had been made to know the 
truth mainly by the exertions of this man or of the 
Irish Society, for which he was acting. This man also 
took him to an island in the Atlantic, some two miles 
from the shore, where there was also another little band 
of converts, residing among a population which had not 
been converted. Of course they were roughly received 
by the latter. Some hissed and others hooted them, but 
there was one man who appeared quite hostile to them. 
“You are the Ser —.— said he. “Yes” was the 
reply. Well, 1 know nothing of the Scriptures” said 
he. “I hate the Scriptures.” “ Know nothing of the 
Seriptures? we rejoined. “ Why, did you never hear of 
Lazarus and the rich man. Oh, yes,” said he, “the 
rich man went to Hell and Lazarus went to Heaven.” 
Now, although this man would not enter the little cabin 
which our party entered for the purpose of worshipping 
and performing the usual religious exergises he stil! 
remained near it, walked frequently around it, and 
listened to everything that was ad, for when they 
went out in about an hour and a half, they were sur- 
prised to find him there. Well, to show that however 
strong the power of Satan may be, the power of the 
Lord is far stronger, this man was converted from 
offering open opposition to the society to be one of its 
steadiest friends, Thie was only one out of many 
anecdotes which he might relate, and which showed the 
working of the society. Lis lordship concluded by 
saying he was most happy to hear that the society was 
successful, and that it was extending its branches. 

The Very Rev. the Dean of St. Patrick's and Christ 
Church proposed the first resolution: —“ That the 
report, an abstract of which has been read, with 
the audited cash account for the past year, be 
adopted, printed, and circulated, under the direction 
of the committee and officers for the ensuing year,” 
The rev. gentleman said he presumed the only 
reason why that resolution had been put into his hand 
was, that by the providence of God he had been spared 
to live for many years, and that therefore he ~ 
longer experience than many of those around him of 
the excellent working of the society.

they were things gone by, and that he should have told 
them something new. ell, there was something new 
to be told, too, but he would leave that to those who 
were to follow him. He would, however, remark that 
there never was a time when there was so much inquiry 
going forward among the people. Nor was it an in- 
quiry suggested by the imagination only as to the 
nature of traditions, but to see how the Word of God 
was going on in all its simplicity—the Word of Him 
who is “ the way, the truth, and the life.” He would 
also say that in future they should look with a broader 
view, and cross the Atlantic for assistance in 
their labours, than they did. America was holding out 
her hand to help them, and they should be thankful to 
her for assisting with the sister country in the promo- 
tion of their common object. After a few other obser- 
vations, the rev. gentleman concluded by moving the 
above resolution. 


The Rev. Francis Thomas seconded the resolution, 
and addressed the meeting at some length, giving his 
experience of ite operations. 

The Chairman put the resolution to the meeting, 
which passed unanimously. 

The Rev. A. I'. Hanlon, Vicar of Mountshannon, 
and missionary of the society, said he seconded the 
resolution proposed by the Lord Bishcp of Cashel 
with sincere pleasure. The report stated that the Irish 
language was dying away, but he did not think it was, 
as was proved by the last census. According to that 
document there was u million and a half of Lrish-speak- 
ing people in this country, half a million of whom 
knew no other language. It had been said to him 
that the Irish Society was propagating a bar- 
barous and useless language; but he asked the 
friend who told him this to test its utility by conversing 
with the le whom they met in English, on their journey 
through an Irish district. The result wasthat every person 
of whom he asked a question, lied to him in Irish. 
(Hear, hear.) He mentioned this circumstance to show 
them that the Irish language was not dying out in Ire 
land, and he trusted that what the Lord Bishop of Cashel 
had stated would be found true, that the Írish were 


fond of their native language, in comparison 
with which, the Welsh was only 6 so. 
(Laughter.) The  Irish-speaking population was 


the great object of solicitude on the part of the Irish 
Society. The experience of every successive year 
strengthened ite conviction that the means which it 
employed were admirably suited to accomplish the ob- 
ject it had in view. In what consisted the peculiarity 
of the working of the Irish Society? That they em- 
ployed Roman Catholics themselves to teach their 
neighbours, and induce them to embrace the 
truth. (Hear, hear.) Let them consider the 
noble congregations of converts throughout the land 
who had, through the instrumentality of this 
society been brought from Popery to Protestantism, 
from darkness to light, from the mazes of error into 
the pathe of truth, from Satan to God. (llear, hear.) 
Thie had been done by putting Irish Scriptures into the 
hands of Irish people. (Hear, hear.) Pepery could 
not be destroyed all at once. Some foolish enthusiasts 
said, in some few years Popery would be gone; but he 
believed Popery would last, and it was their bounden 
duty, by placing the Scriptures in the hands of the 
people, to waste its power. They saw Popery 
wasting before their eyee—the Man of Sin was becoming 
the sick man, and therefore they should be the more 
encouraged to persevere in their work, in the firm be- 
lief that they were instruments in the hands of God 
for effecting the final overthrow of that Man of Sin— 
that son of perdition who exalted bimseif above all 
that was holy in God's Word. (Hear, hear.) The 
cause was a holy one, and the object the salvation ot 
immortal soule—the people were their own be- 
loved countrymen—the oman Catholics of this 
country, and the country itself was their own 
native land. (Applause.) While they were anxious 
to propagate the Gospel in foreign parts, be would say 
to them, “ Remember home.” There might be many 
heathens abroad, but there were poor Irish hea- 
thens at home. (Hear, hear.) He might say with the 


“ Ie there a man with soul so dead 
Who never to himself hath said, 
This is my own, my native land.” 


(Applause.) It was their duty to unite in a holy 
league to effect the final overthrow of that anti- 
social, anti-national, anti-Scriptural and anti-Chris- 
tian system of Popery that weighed down the 
energies, confined the intellects, enslaved the souls. 
and trampled on the liberties of eur noble population 
(Applause.) He had, at the request of the society, 
gone as a utation to America, and the reception 
which he had received, not only from the Episcopal 
Church in Canada, but in the United States, was of the 
most gratifying character. He heartily joined in 
thanking, in the terms contemplated by the resolution, 
their freinds abroad. They well merited the thanks of the 
Irish Society, for his mission had been thoroughly suc- 
cessful. There was one great advantage which he ex. 
perienced in his tour, and which he did not anticipate— 
namely, that the [bishops and clergy of America were 
thoroughly acquainted with the affairs of the Irish 
Church, its struggles and trials, and, though last not 
least, the noble stand it had made against the allurements 
held out to it by the National Board. (Applause.) 

The Chairman then put the resolution which was 
carried unanimously. 


The Right Rev. the Lord Bishop of Cashel proposed 
the following resolution —“ That the society desires 
to express gratitude to God, for the evidence afforded 
during the past year that its labours are appreciated 
by the people whose spiritual good it seeks, and are re- 
cognised asa work of God by friends, beth at home 
and abroad, to whose Christian sympathy it must a 
real for support.” Lis lordship said he regretted the 
absence of their valued friend, the Far! of Roden 
but he was exceedingly happy to address in the chair 
one with whom he had been associated in this good 
work for so many years. (llear, hear.) He®was very 
glad to find that in these changing times, 
when the wind sometimes blew North and sometimes 
South, his lordship was still ready to help his old friend, 
the Irish Soelcty. —— He should admit that 
in respect of loving old friends he was a Conservative ; 
and none of his old friends, as a society, did he love so 
much from the bottom of his heart as the Irish Society. 
(Hear, hear.) It was not necessary for him to say why 
he loved it and valued it so highly. Ile had often done 
so on former occasions, but his love for the Irish Society 
arose principally from the fact that it honoured and 
worked by the writtenWord of God ; that it went upon 
the principle of putting the Word of God into the hands of 
the young and the old children under its care, trust- 
ing that God would give a blessing to that Word. 
(Hear, hear.) He valued the Irish Society, because it 
took advantage of a circumstance in the country that 
many people thought was a disadvantage, and that 
was the existence of the Irish language as a means 
for diffusing the Scriptures among Roman Catholics. 
Many good friends were at work throughout the coun- 


try, still trying to solve the problem how they could 
get the ish, Scriptures into the hands of the English-

There was, therefore, every- 
thing to . God said, “In the morn- 
ing sow thy seed, and at even withhold not thy hand;

blessed His Word—they should stick to it, and abide by 
it, and leave the result to Him, with the perfect assu- 
rance that He would bring forth the happiest termina- 
tion, (Hear, hear.) He was exceedingly glad to find 
that the work was making progress. In his own 
neighbourhood, the Word of God was being put 
into the people’s hands, and he trusted that 
it would be made the rule of faith and of 
manners. (Hear, hear.) It was comparatively of no 
use to convince people of the absurdity of their doc- 
trines, but the main point was to let the people see 
what the Scriptures taught, and what was to be found 
in God's Holy Word. His earnest prayer was that whilst 
they were engaged in circulating the word amongst 
others, they might feed on it themselves, and thus there 
would be a double blessing—a blessing to those who 
gave, anda blessing to those whotreceived. (Applause.)

The rev. ‘gentleman said that although he felt a 
deep interest in the success of the society, he would not 
detain the meeting with any lengthened remarks, 
after the eloquent and warm-hearted appeals which they 
had listened to. He might consider himself somewhat 
in the light of a commissariat officer, and although much 
importance might be attached to officers ot that grade, 
still it was not their duty, nor were they expected to 
lead forlorn hopes, to make dashing charges, or to point 
Armstrong guns. He was there simply to make a few 
remarks as to the present position and future EEA 
of the society so far as they were connected with Eng- 
land. It had been his privilege to co-operate with 
them on the part of the United Church of England 
in this country, and one great happiness which 
he derived from this visit was thaton next Sunday 
he would be able to advocate the cause of the 
society in his own church. lle should, how- 
ever, remind them that there were many difficulties in his 
path, although there were some advantages too. Among 
the difficulties to which he would barely allude was 
the fact that the ground was pre-occupied for many 
years past by the gentlemen of the Church Mission So- 
ciety, and however they might differ in opinions with 
the Irish Society, no one could doubt the great energy 
and vast exertions with which the financial department 
of that society was worked out. Another disadvantage 
was, that they were brought before the English publie 
as anew society, and as an English incumbent he could 
assure them with perfect confidence of the difficulty 
which was experienced there in introducing new claims. 
On the other hand, as he had just observed, 
there were some advantages on which he could 
rely, two of which he would allude to: the 
one was the character of the work which they had to 
do, and the other was the manner in which it was car- 
ried out. The character of the work was so plain and 
so agrecable to common sense that it could not fail to 
recommend itself to the Eaglish public, and the manner 
was equally deserving of approval. He did not think 
that the English people had so much of the spirit of 
combativenessas the Irish. They were certainly not 
so fond of controversy, and hence it was that nearly all 
the Protestant societies in England were in a languish- 
ing condition. However, the Írish Society did not aim 
at effecting their purpose by arousing the prejudices and 
passions of their — Catholic brethren, but by um- 
ple argument, by kindly conversation, and by presenting 
the Gospel to them in their native tongue. The rev, 
gentleman concluded by congratulating the meeting 
upon the success of the society, as might be judged 
from the increase of its regular subscribers, and by de- 
precating reliance upon those whe had great names, 
whether they were noblemen or churchmen. 

The Ven. Archdeacon Gregg seconded the resolution, 
and in doing so said that when he reflected upon the 
past history of the society, and upon those who were 
then connected with it, but many of whom were now no 
more, his miad was filled with sunny recollections. In 
these days it was not thought necessary to indulge in 
hard words, and they then endeavoured to adopt them- 
selves to the prejudices of the people, without, at the 
same time, compromising their principles. The rev. 
speaker then commented at some length upon the ne- 
cessity of supporting this society as a meaus of 
converting the Irish peasantry, who spoke only their 
native tonguge, and who are as much in need of en- 
lightenment as the heathen. He also adverted to the 
fact that from their seclusion and the want of anything 
else to read but the Scriptures, the truths contained in 
them were more likely to make a deep and lasting im- 
pression upon their minds than upon those of the Irish 

ple generally, and concluded by an eloquent and 
mpressive exhortation to renewed exertions on the 
part of the public, for the purpose of extending the 
society, and making it more useful and effective than it 
has been. 

The Rev. Mr. Abbot was then moved to the second
